30. (New) The composition of claim 29, wherein the ratio of alkoxylated amine and 
carboxylic acid antimicrobial agent is in the range of about 2:1 to about 6:1. 

3 1 . (New) The composition of claim 29, wherein the ratio of alkoxylated amine and 
carboxylic acid antimicrobial agent is in the range of about 2.5:1 to about 3,5:1.
